The guns are quiet now. It’s been over 20 years since naval guns 
thundered and boomed death in the Pacific. 

And, rotting, eroding, lying broken at the bottom of the depths of the 
relentless sea, lie the hulls of ships of the Imperial Japanese Navy. 

There they lie, covered with the sea’s debris. Once proud fighting 
ships, the dead Japanese fleet now fights the current and pressures of 
the powerful sea. There they lie . . . off the Gilberts, the Marshalls, the 
Solomons, and in Leyte Gulf. These ships were sunk and tom apart by 
the Pacific Fleet of a ••Bull” Admiral Fleet Admiral William Frederick 
Halsey. 

Admiral Halsey is dead now. He died at Fisher’s Island, N Y.. August 
16 1959 But the memory of this short, tough and fiery, fighting Navy 
man has become a legend to a new generation of Americans and to the 
men who sailed his ships in World War II. 

Even his flagship, the USS Missouri, on which the Japanese surrender 
was signed, isn’t pitching and rolling on the seas anymore. It was the 
very last battleship to sail to the mothball fleet 

The man is dead and his ship lies in mothballs, but his deeds live on.

Potomac Riv- 
n and Severn River Naval Cum- 
mandi were merged and became 
the Nuvnl District Washington 
(NDW) No changes or reduction 
in personnel, military or civilian, 
are contemplated. 

Geographically the consolidation 
means that the Potomac River Na- 
val Command, win. hi ■> dq U ( <‘ rB 
in the Washington Navy Yard, wn> 
expanded to include Anne Arundel 
County, Md. 

Ah thc? first Commandant of Na- 
val District Washington. RADM 
Andrew J. Hill, past Commandant, 
PRNC, relieved RADM Charles S 
Minter, Jr ., of his duties as Com- 
mandant, SRNC which were in ad- 
dition to his duty as Superintendent 
of the Naval Academy 
The merger reduces the admin- 
istrative work-load now borne by 
Admiral Minter and his staff and 
allows them to concentrate on their 
prime mission — to produce capable, 
efficient Naval officers. 

The United States is divided into 
a number of Naval Districts with 
the Commandants representing the 
Navy Department in their areas. 
The NDW is the smallest naval dis- 
trict in the area, however, RADM 
Hill points out that the small 
size bears little on the district’s 
vaKpe to the Navy, for within NDW 
are some of the Navy’s largest re- 
search and development centers. 
The Naval Research Laboratory 
which pioneered the development 
of radar; the David Taylor Model 
Basin, which is the world’s largest 
facility for testing ship and air- 
craft design; the National Naval 
Medical Center, which provides the 
most progressive medical facilities 
in the Navy; the Naval Air Test 
Center. Patuxent River, Md., which 
tests planes before they are accept- 
ed for Navy-wide use; and now, 
of course, the U.S. Naval Academy, 
are only a few of the activities that 
make the NDW second to none in 
importance to the Navy and na- 
tional security 

The two River Commands were 
established in 1941 to exercise mili- 
tary command over the many di- 
versified Naval activities in their 
areas.

Father Casey was born August 
2. 1833, in Mitchelstown, County 
Cork, Ireland, a town of a popu- 
lation between 4,500-5,000 Irish- 
men. The Chaplain comes from 
a family of six. 

Two of Chaplain Casey’s broth- 
ers arc priests in Ireland. One 
brother is ministering at Belfast 
m Northern Ireland and the other 
has a parish in Father Casey’s 
home town of Mitchelstown. The 
Father’s other brother is studying 
for the priesthood at a seminary 
at Bangalore, India. 

Chaplain Casey’s father and 
mother operate a dry goods store 
in Mitchelstown with the help of 
the Chaplain’s sister. His other 
sister is a stewardess for Irish Air- 
lines. 





Chaplain Casey was ordained at 
St. Patrick’s College at Carlow in 
June of 1957 St. Patrick's seminary 
was founded in 1789 when the need 
arose for priests to accompany Irish 
immigrants to America. 

The Father’s curriculum and 
training was principally designed 
to prepare him for duty in the 
United States St. Patrick’s is the 
only one of the many seminaries in 
Ireland that specializes in training

Five Commands Combine To Supply 
Obstetrical Patient With Blood Units 

On Oct. 23, 1961, the Blood Bank first met Mrs Janette Johnson. Since 
then, 22 people from live commands have taken part in the program to 
make available a constant suppt> of blood for the patient whose need 
was special Over the period. 16 actual units of blood were drawn for 
transfusion. This was accomplished through your Blood Bank standby 
donor program. 

This is the story of Mrs. Johnson, an obstetrical patient with a bleeding 
complication and two Rh antibodies of a variety that are not commonly 
encountered. These made it difficult to provide units of blood for trans- 
fusion. 



For those who like percentages: 
33 per cent of donors are blood 
group A, Rh positive. However, in 
her case, 85 per cent of these donors 
would be found incompatible when 
crossmatched with her blood. In 
short four or five donors in every 
100 might be expected to be satis- 
factory for transfusion to her. 

Of 282 A Rh positive donors 
drawn during Oct. — Jan. by the 
Donor Center, five units were found 
suitable; The Washington Regional 
Donor Center (ARC) provided one 
donor unit. 

The greatest donation of blood 
was provided by the excellent re- 
sponse by staff (civilian and mili- 
tary) who answered the large signs 
posted in the mess hall and ship 
service cafeteria. Approximately 
150 donors presented themselves, 
providing 8 donors used at the 
time of delivery. 

The Standby donors furnished 
the necessary blood on the nigh I of 
delivery. T. T. Alderman and L 
Jones, both of Patuxent River, were 
flown especially by helicopter foi 
emergency use for the mother and 
baby. These men were used twice 

in this case *

Even though a person may 
come eligible for transfer to lilt 
Fleet Reserve, it has been the pra^ 
Uce for several years to nqu In 
enlisted personnel to complete 
year on board a new duty 5iatfli 
after transfer from a normal 
of shore duty. Very often a mitt 
becomes eligible for transfer to tin 
Fleet Reserve within a few mantj 
of his tour rotation date, but, «X- 
cause of the previous ruling, is in- 
quired to serve the extra yearsn 
board the new duty station. 

For example, a man enhslin&fl 
Feb. 1948 would have comply® 
20 years in Feb. 1968, but he wow. 
be eligible for FR transfer in AO* 
1967 (with 19 years, six months qp 
tivo duty). However, his tour 
tation date is June 196i, so, 
ceivrably, he could receive sea 
orders and be required to 
until June 1968 before becon® 
eligible for transfer to the FR. t

NWy Policy Board , 
I ask Force , Studies 
Potent ion Program 


A Navy Policy Board and a Spe- 
cial Task Force have been estab- 
lished to conduct an immediate 
comprehensive review of the fac- 
tors affecting the retention of high 
quality officer and enlisted person- 
nel in the Navy, and to develop 
plans to improve personnel reten- 
tion rates. The Task Force will 
submit a final report to the Policy 
Board next July. 

The Secretary of the Navy will 
serve as chairman of the Policy 
Board. The members are: the 
Under Secretary of the Navy, the 
Chief of Naval Operations, Com- 
mandant of the Marine Corps, Chief 
of Naval Material, Chief of Naval 
Personnel, Deputy Chiefs of Naval 
Operations for Fleet Operations 
and Readiness, Logistics, and Air, 
the Assistant Chief of Staff, G-l 
Personnel Plans and Policy Head- 
quarters, Marine Corps, the Chief 
of the Bureau of Medicine and Sur- 
gery, and the Chief of Information. 

Rear Admiral John M. Alford, 
has been appointed Task Force Di- 
rector and will report to the Secre- 
tary of the Navy. He has been re- 
lieved of his assignment as Assist- 
ant Chief of Naval Personnel for 
Plans. The Task Force will make 
its initial report to the Policy 
Board later this month. The Task 
Force will have membership from 
the Office of the Chief of Naval Op- 
erations, Headquarters Marine 
Corps, Bureau of Naval Personnel, 
Naval Material Support Establish- 
ment, Office of the Judge Advocate 
General, Bureau of Medicine and 
Surgery and Office of Information. 

Among the items the Special 
Task Force will study, will be edu- 
cation, training and promotion op- 
portunities, personnel distribution 
and sea/shore rotation practices, 
“fringe** benefits for both active 
and retired personnel, habitability 
of both the Fleet and Shore Estab- 
lishment; family housing; pay; 
perogatives of rank, both officer 
and petty officer/NCO; and work 
hours ashore and afloat. 


Upon completion of the project, 
the Task Force Director and select- 
ed key assistants of the Task Force 
will be reassigned to the Chief of 
Naval Personnel and charged with 
the responsibility of initiating ac- 
tion to carry out the final plan as 
approved by the Policy Board.

The fc/} v 
information reflects what may happen if you do not leave a will;, | 

1 Your family may find itself unnecessarily involved in certain J 
procedures. SF 

2. Your knowledge of the property you own and your advice as 
its disposition cannot be passed on for it dies with you. 

3. You lose the privilege of naming your executor and this may 
costly loss. 

4. You lose the privilege, afforded by laws in most states, of m 
guardian for your minor children. This is vital, particularly if your 
should not survive you. 

5. In some instances, if there is no immediate family, your fail 
leave a will may result in the passage of your property to p< 
whom you have no particular interest; or even in its escheat (trai 
to the state. 

6. Settling your estate is likely to be more complicated and may pi 
more costly. 

7. You lose the opportunity to minimize estate and inheritance t 
This can often be done by a planned will. 

In contrast, a will gives you the advantage of specifying: 

To whom your property should go. When it should go. In what ami 
it should go. How it should be safeguarded. By whom it shouli 
handled. 

THE EXECUTOR: The executor is a person or qualified corpti 
judiciary ibank or trust company) you name in your will to ss 
your estate after you have gone. Choose your executor carefully, 
on the basis of friendship or relationship alone, but on the basis of 
pctence and ability to handle money matters. 

REMEMBER; If you die and leave no will, you are said to have 
“intestate”. In effect, the state in which you live makes your wii 
you. Your property is distributed in accordance with fixed provisioi 
the state law. No matter how small or large your estate, not leavi; 
will may cause much trouble and inconvenience for your survivors.j 
the husband dies, the wife, under the laws of many states, will n 
only onc-third of the husband’s estate if there is no wilL The child 
this case, inherit two-thirds and if they are minors, a guardian will ^ 
to be appointed by the probate or surrogated court. In all likelihood, 
wife will be named that guardian; yet, she will be anything but aft 
agent in handling of the children’s money. She will have to provH 
bond, be under constant supervision of the court, and file accou ^j 
periodically. Guardianship is generally an expensive and cumbr-* 
procedure and can be avoided by a properly drawn will. •

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RADM Edward C. Kenney Retires Feb. 26; 
NNMC Again Chosen as Retirement Site

A ceremony honoring retiring 
Surgeon General of the Navy, 
RADM Edward C. Kenney, was 
held on February 26 in the NNMC 
Gymnasium. This marked the sec- 
ond time that NNMC was chosen 
as the retirement site for the Navy s 
highest ranking Medical Corps Offi- 
cer. The first ceremony was held 
in 1961 in honor of RADM B W. 
Hogan. 

The retiring Surgeon General in- 
spected two contingents of the 
Ceremonial Honor Guard, followed 
by remarks delivered by the in- 
cumbent. RADM Robert B. Brown. 
In his remarks. Admiral Brown de- 
scribed Admiral Kenney as a dy- 
namic leader and praised the ac- 
complishments actuated during 
Admiral Kenney’s tenure of office. 

The nation’s third ranking honor, 
the Distinguished Service Medal, 


was then conferred upon him by 
the Honorable Kenneth E. BeLieu, 
Under Secretary of the Navy. The 
citation, among other things, sig- 
naled Admiral Kenney’s achieve- 
ments in the fields of aviation and 
submarine medicine, in the medical 
readiness program, and in medical 
assistance to foreign governments. 

Admiral Kenney then addressed 
the assembly, briefly describing the 
course over which he guided the 
Medical Department during his 
term of office.

When is a dividend not a divi- 
dend?

Now, that house back in 
Podunk, Idaho, . . . shall I straight 
line it or give it the old declining 
balance method? These are, per- 
haps, some of the questions which 
have occupied the dim recesses of 
your mind since the New Year, but, 
if you are like countless other tax- 
payers, the questions have been 
popping up more and more into 
your consciousness as the tax dead- 
line approaches. 

If. at a glance, Form 1040 gives 
you “feelings of avoidance or re- 
gression’’, consult LT William R. 
Parrish or HMCM Fred Willard, 
who are available in the NNMC 
Board Room in accordance with 
the schedule published by NNMC 
Notice 5840, 3 MAR., by appoint- 
ment only. Both men are quali- 
fied to answer your questions, 
or give you other assistance in tax 
matters. They have recently com- 
pleted a two-week schooling ses- 
sion presented by the Office of thc 
Judge Advocate General.

President Lyndon B. Johnson 
recently nominated his Navy phy- 
sician, Doctor George G. Burk ley, 
for promotion from rear admiral to 
vice admiral while he is serving at 
the White House.

“One of the first questions asked 
of him when people find out that 
he edits the paper is, ‘How does It 
happen that a Hospital Corpsman is 
doing this type of work?’

‘What Am I Walling in or Walling Out . . T 
Outpatient Service Knows All Answers 

"Before / built a wall I'd ask to know 
What / was ualling in or walling out . . . 

Something there is that doesn t love a wall? 
that wants it down. . . . 

— Robert Frost 


The people in the Outpatient Service have created a more effi- 
cient function by the destruction of wall- What they actually did 
was to open communications between two departments which 
were “miles apart”, yet, really, “next door to each other.'’ 


The Staff and the Walk-in 
Clinics are the two principles 
in this case. The only thing 
separating them, was a thin 
wall, yet the two clinics shared 
many things in common, such 
as the type of service furnished, 
the sharing of assigned working 
personnel, the same supply and 
material requirements. Their 
differences were mainly work- 
load considerations. The one 
had a fairly constant flow of pa- 
tients to be seen, while the other 
had daily high points of business, 
with tapering periods in between. 
Because of the nature of the Staff 
Clinic’s service, a wave was re- 
quired to be on duty for female 
physicials, but, during the slow 
periods, her services were lost, as 
were the services of the attending 
corpsman. Added to this, the Staff 
Clinic Medical Officer often found 
himself, on the one hand, with 
people overflowing the room, and 
on the other, with nobody waiting, 
while his neighbor had many wait- 
ing patients. 

We do not know if the officials of 
the Outpatient Service had re- 
viewed Robert Frost’s “Mending 
Wall’ before they came to their 


decision to connect the depart- 
ments by “want (ing) it down”, 
(it being the wall which separated 
them.) But their decision made for 
a better communication between 
the two and allowed for more 
efficient utilization of personnel 
with a mutual “sharing” of work 
load. Of course, the final analysis 
of any move of this sort is “what 
has it done to the service provid- 
ed?” It is evident that the results* 
as in this case, could be nothing but 
“for the better”. 

Another recent efficiency accomp- 
lishment of the Service was the 
establishment of a General Practice 
Clinic, which will see patients re- 
ferred to them by the Walk-in 
Clinic for sustained treatment not 
requiring hospitalization. In this 
way, a patient returning for sec- 
ond and third treatments will not 
have to go through the Walk-in 
Clinic procedure each and every 
time. Consequently, the Walk-in 
Clinic s work load will be reduced* 

Such actions and learning bv* ex- 
perience may some day be em- 
bodied into the architect’s philoso- 
phy. What am I walling in or 
walling out. . .

HM1 (SS), Hema- 
tology Division, NMS— I do not 

feel the lengthening of the school 
hours or term would be at all bene- 
ficial. A well-rounded child needs 
time to play as well as work, and I 
feel certain, almost all motivation, 
for school work, would be killed by 
an increase in school time. 

LTJG W E. Royals, Supply Di- 
vision, NNMC — I don’t believe that 
lengthening the school day would 
be of any particular value, but in- 
creasing the school term would 
certainly do away with all that 
“lost lime” between June and Sep- 
tember. Children have an immense 
load of ideas to absorb in 12 years 
(and that s all a lot of them ever 
get) and anything that will improve 
on the situation is desirable. I am 
in favor of summer vacations, but 
not all summer. 


Margaret E. Robitaille, Budget 
Analyst, Comptroller’s Division, 
NNMC — Our present school sched- 
ules are, to a great extent, geared 
to the three “R’s“ of yesterday. 
Neither is adequate to cope with 
the challenges of today’s complex 
societies, nor to resolve the prob- 
lems generated by our scientific 
and technological advancements. 

Insofar as our junior and senior 
high school schedules are concern- 
ed. we find that the students are on 
school vacation a total of 14 weeks 
per year. In addition, a full eight- 
weeks is devoted each September 
and October to reviewing the sub- 
ject matter of the previous school 
year before any new subject matter 
may be introduced. Thus, over 40 V 
of the year is wasted. 

I believe that the school day of 
junior and senior high school stu- 
dents should be extended to a full 
eight hours, but that no home as- 
signments be given. The added 
time should be used to train the 
students on how to study, and to 
introduce, with added detail, the 
arts and sciences. 

Betty Edmunds. Administrative 
Division. NNMC — It wouldn’t hurt 
to lengthen the school day one hour. 
In most cases it would help the 
children. But let the school term 
stay as it is. 



Carl R. Jernigan, HMCS, Special 
Chemistry Department, NMS — The 

school day and the school term are 
sufficiently long. However, in or- 
der to justify pay raises for our 
educators and to utilize our present 
facilities to full capacity, we should 
have a twelve-month school sys- 
tem - That is, the pupils’ three 
months* break could be staggered 
so one fourth of the students would 
be on holiday at all times. 

Superficially this idea presents 
lots of conflicts, especially in large 
families. But with planning and 
forethought, this system can work. 

Leroy N. Howard, HMC (SS) Nu- 
clear Medicine, NMS — The produc- 
tive attention span of young chil- 
dren is not nearly as long as that of 
older children. Therefore. I feel 
that lengthening the school day 
would not contribute to effective 
learning. 

The summer vacation period in 
Montgomery County is short in 
comparison with the rest of the 
country. I feel that children grow 
physically, mentally and sufficient- 
ly mature during summer vacation 
to justify its present length.

CAPT Davis reported that in 
1964, the total death benefit for 
Regular members was increased 
from $10,000 to $11,000 at no in- 
crease in cost. Also, an additional 
death benefit was established for 
Junior members at the Coast Guard 
and Naval Academies, making that 
total death benefit $10,000 without 
an increase in cost. Navy Mutual 
Aid membership at the end of 19G4 
exceeded 44.000 and the Associa- 
tion’s assets exceeded $76,000,000. 


(NAVNEWS) ... One of the 
most colorful languages in the 
world today is the language of the 
sea. Not only is the language of 
the sea colorful but it is filled with 
tradition, some of the words have 
been in use for hundreds of years. 
Although many Anglo-Saxon and 
old English words are used at sea 
today, many other terms were giv- 
en English shape and sound after 
being borrowed from Foreign 
sources. 

For instance the word “Chit’: 
in the Navy it takes a “Chit” for 
everything you want done or any- 
thing you want to do. It was de- 
rived from the Hindu word Chitti 
meaning letter, note, bill, voucher 
or receipt. The derivitive has wide 
use throughout the British Army 
and Navy as well as the U.S. Navy. 

Another nautical term is the 
“Charlie Noble”, a sailor’s term for 
the galley smoke pipe. Derived 
from the British Merchant Service, 
Captain Charlie Noble, who always 
required a high polish on the gal- 
ley funnel. The funnel of his gal- 
ley was of copper and its bright- 
ness became known in all ports he 
visited. Many an innocent young 
sailor has spent much time search- 
ing the ship for “Charlie Noble”. 

Tradition relates that in the days 


of sail, those who performed the 
important and difficult task of *nar- 
1 inspike seamanship in “Splicing 
the Main Brace” received upon 
completion of the job. an extra ra- 
tion of rum. 

A copy of the following histone 
message may be seen today in the 
United States Navy Department. 
The dispatch was sent or signal 
made, as the British call it, by Ad- 
miral Sir David Beatty, Royal Na- 
vy, to the Allied Fleet at Rosth on 
November 11. 1918 at the end of 
WWI. “The Armistice commenced 
at 1100 today, Monday, and the 
customary method in Her Majesty's 
service of celebrating an occasion 
is to be earned out by the ships 
companies Splicing the Main Brace 
at 1900 today. Hands are to make 
and mend clothes.” 

It is interesting to observe that in 
the address, one may read, “Neg- 
ative 6 B.S.” The Sixth Battle 
Squadron was composed of Ameri- 
can ships under the command of 
Rear Admiral Hugh Rodman, USN, 
but operating under orders of Beat- 
ty. Spirits were forbidden in the 
United States Navy, but there are 
still pleasant recollections by some 
American officers and men who 
visited the ships of their British 
Allies on that memorable day.

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Tissue Bank Sends 
Precious Skin To 
Badly Burned Boy 

The NMS Tissue Bank Depart- 
ment recently took part in an ef- 
fort to save the life of a badly 
burned eieven-year-old boy in 
Ban, Italy 

The boy. Franco Trione receiv- 
ed severe burns on more than 40 
percent of his body last November 
in an electrical fire at his home in 
Tram, a small town about 25 miles 
northwest of Bari The boy’s phy- 
sician. Professor Vittorio Consig- 
lio, appealed to the Naval Hospi- 
tal in Naples on April 7 request- 
ing help in obtaining five square 
feet of specially processed human 
skin. Previous efforts to graft 
skin from other parts of Franco’s 
body had failed. 

The Senior Medical Officer at 
the hospital, Captain Richard J. 
Lawrence of Boston. Mass , im- 
mediately informed the U.S. Na- 
val Medical Center, Bethesda. 
Maryland — the only source in the 
world of lyophilized or freeze 
dried skin. The skin was prompt- 
ly processed and made ready for 
commercial air shipment to Italy. 

Upon arrival in Naples on April 
13, the precious cargo was im- 
mediately loaded aboard a wait- 
ing Navy helicopter for a direct 
flight to Andria, near Trani, where 
Franco has been hospitalized since 
the accident. 

The helicopter encountered bad 
weather during the flight and 
was forced to return to Naples. 

The cargo was then transferred 
to a C-U7D Transport plane from 
the U.S Naval Air Facility, Na- 
ples for the flight to Bari.

CDR H. D. Baldridge. MSC, 
USN, of NMRI’s Physical Bio- 
chemistry Division is a member 
of the Shark Research Panel of 
the American Institute of Bio- 
logical Sciences. Its program 
is aimed at the development of 
better means of protecting naval 
personnel from unprovoked shark 
attack and the utilization of 
sharks as laboratory animals for 
the study of basic physiological 
processes. This program is spon- 
sored by the Biology Branch of 
the Office of Naval Research. 

Sharks are of special and varied 
significance to men of the sea. 
When viewed from the safety of 
the deck of a ship, a shark is a 
beautiful animal, perfectly equip- 
ped for the predatory role as- 
signed to it by nature. To the 
helpless survivor of a sea disaster 
cast adrift on the ocean, the 
beauty in the eyes of the secure 
shipboard beholder can become a 
vision of horror. The researcher, 
on the other hand, sees the shark 
as an extremely interesting ani- 
mal, equipped with many and 
varied means for accurately gath- 
ering and utilizing information 
from its environment in its search 
for prey. 

Dr. Baldridge is collaborating 
with Dr. Perry Gilbert of Cornell 
University, Chairman of the Shark 
Research Panel. Their research is 
currently concerned with a phase 
of the program dealing with the 
study of chemical shark repel- 
lents and the development of 
means of testing potential repel- 
lents on dangerous species of 
sharks. This research recently 
took them to the Lerner Marine 
Laboratory on the island of Bimi- 
ni in the Bahamas. Here they 
tested various chemicals for 
sharks repellent activity on large 
captive lemon and dusky sharks. 
They measured the force which 
is exerted by a large shark 
in closing its jaws under attack 
conditions. Underwater observa- 
tions as well as close-up movies 
are possible through the use of 
the shark cage. Through these 
studies the feeding habits and at- 
tack patterns are being examined 
along with the shark's reaction to 
chemical and physical stimuli in 
an effort to provide a basis for 
the control of predaceous shark 
activity.

WAGE BOARD WORKERS ENTITLED TO 'SAVED' PAY— Federal wage* 
board (blue collar) workers are entitled to have their base pay saved if they arc 
demoted as a result of such economy actions as installation closures, consolida- 
tions reorganizations, etc., the Comptroller General of the United States has 
ruled. The decision conceivably could affect any of the more than 600,000 Govern- 
ment wage-board employees. A law enacted several years ago protects classified 
(white-collar) employees from salary cuts for two years if demoted through no 
fault of their own, However, the law did not include blue-collar workers. The 
Comptroller General rules thaj although there was no specific “saving” law for 
wage-board employees, their base pay nevertheless could be saved in instances of 
current Defense Department cutbacks and those of other agencies.

Tomorrow local hospital corps- 
men will prematurely observe the 
67th Anniversary of the Hospital 
Corps celebrated Navy-wide on 
June 16 

Although the Hospital Corps, as 
a separate unit of the Medical 
Department dates back only 67 
years, its history is as old as the 
Navy itself. 

From the very beginning of the 
Navy it was found necessary to 
make provisions for the sick und 
injured. An area, culled the cock- 
pit, wus set apart to care for those 
who could not work. The cock- 
pit wus usually located in the 
forward part of the ship, below’ 
the waterline us protection dur- 
ing battles In later years it be- 
came known by its present name 
of sickbay, because of the round- 
ed shape of the recess where it 
was located During this period 
there were no enlisted men train- 
ed to care for the sick und in- 
jured. Most ships hud a surgeon

and a surgeon’s male as the only 
medical trained personnel on 
board, they w f ere assisted by the 
least necessary members of the 
crew. 

In 1814, Navy Regulations refer- 
red to the “loblolly boy,” first en- 
listed group designated to assist 
the surgeon and surgeon’s mate.

The surgeon’s steward 
was more highly trained than his 
forerunner the loblolly boy The 
surgeon’s steward also had a bet- 
ter position on the ship, he was 
second ranking petty officer on 
the ship and received $18.00 a 
month pny. 

Throughout its history, in time 
of war, in time of peace, the Hos- 
pital Corps has consistently ex- 
celled in the performance of its 
duties.

Hyperbaric Oxygen Treatment Used 
On Patient With Gas Gangrene 

In an excellent demonstration of the marshalling of available facili- 
ties in an emergency and a practical display of collabortion in clinical 
practice, the patient, an officer in the Venezuelan Navy, with LCDR 
Morris Skinner, MC, USN, of the Orthopedic Department of the U S 
Naval Hospital, NNMC, emerged from the high presure facility at 
the Diving Section of the Naval Medical Research Institute after a 
five-hour treatment for gas gangrene which developed subsequent to a 
traumatic injury of the left leg suffered by the patient aboard his ship 
in the Atlantic Ocean three days before. 

This was the first time that the pressure facility at NMRI has been 
used for treatment of gas gangrene, although the use of hyperbaric- 
oxygen for treatment of infections, trauma, and other condition* in 
which the oxygen supply to tissues is inadequate, has become popular 
The results of treatment of gas gangrene by hyperbaric oxygen pro- 
vides the most dramatic therapeutic results of any condition treated bv 
hyperbaric oxygen. J

17 and 35. It deals with the dental 
problems most common at those 
ages, dental caries and periodon- 
tal disease. By means of animated 
drawings and scenes from the 
dental operating room, it demon- 
strates the habits that cause those 
diseases, the consequences of neg- 
lect, and the means of avoiding 
them.

Edwin Castagna, President of 
ALA, at the opening session told 
more than 6.000 persons attending 
the conference that libraries will 
need more than 4.3 billions in 
additional funds to reach mini- 
mum standards if they are to ful- 
fill their growing responsibilities 
in a changing society. 

The theme of the conference, 
“Libraries for a Great Society,” 
is indicative of the special empha- 
sis being devoted to the national 
inventory of library needs result- 
ing from a year-long survey of 
college, university, public, state, 
and school libraries which formed 
the basis of President Castagna 's 
remarks at the opening session. 
Castagna also noted that libraries 
will need more than 390 million 
books to reach minimum national 
standards.

Present Navy dental equipment 
is based on a design approximate- 
ly 24 years old The new contour 
shaped couch is said to be more 
comfortable than a bed, and pa- 
tients have been known to fall 
asleep while undergoing treat- 
ments. 


The high-speed air turbine drill, 
with a speed of 250,000 rpm, com- 
pared to the 9,000 rpm of several 
years ago, contributes to this add- 
ed patient comfort. Because the 
high-speed drill requires a water 
spray collent, direct vision into 
the patient’s mouth is necessary 
and this increases the importance 
of the reclining position. 


One modern dental operating 
room will be set up for each six 
dental specialties at the Naval 
Dental School within the current 
fiscal year. During Fiscal Year 
1966, a four or six chair clinic 
with central sterlizing service will 
be introduced.

of the Institute he now commands. 

Capt. Sudduth is a member of 
the American Medical Association, 
Sigma Xi, American Association 
of Clinical Chemists and is au- 
thor of Physiology Chemistry, a 
naval manual on clinical labora- 
tory procedures. 

Capt. Seal's naval career, which 
he began at the U.S. Naval Hospi- 
tal, Portsmouth, Va. in 1942, came 
to a close after 23 years of active 
and distinguished service. A na- 
tive of Charleston, W. Va., he re- 
ceived his M D. degree from the 
University of Virginia in 1937 
and was certified by the American 
Board of Internal Medicine ten 
years later. 

His first duty in the Washington 
area was at the Naval Medical 
School, National Naval Medical 
Center, for duty under instruction 
in tropical medicine, the study of 
which is still his prime interest 
and which he will continue to 
pursue in civilian life at the Na- 
tional Institute of Allergy and 
Infectious Diseases, National In- 
stitute of Health. During the 
period of 1943-44 he was Medical 
Officer aboard the destroyer USS 
Anthony where he participated in 
operations in the South Pacific. 
From 1944-46 he was attached to 
the Naval Hospital, New Orleans, 
as cardiologist. During the period 
of 1946-48 he was the officer in 
Charge of the Naval Medical Re- 
search Unit No. 4 in Dublin, Ga., 
and transferred with the unit 
to the Great Lakes, Illinois Train- 
ing Center where he served as 
Officer in Charge from 1948-54; 
and from 1954-58 he served as the 
Head of the Communicable Di- 
sease Control Branch, Preventive 
Medicine Division, Bureau of 
Medicine and Surgery. In 1958 he 
went to Cairo as Commanding 
Officer of the Naval Medical Re- 
search Unit No. 3 and during this 
tour of duty had the distinction 
of being awarded an Honorary 
Fellowship in the Egyptian Pub- 
lic Health Service. He returned to 
the National Naval Medical Cen- 
ter in 1961 to assume command of 
the Naval Medical Research In- 
stitute. 

Dr. Seal has been the recipient 
of the Stitt Award of the Associa- 
tion of Military Surgeons, is a 
Fellow in the American College of 
Physicians, and just recently was 
awarded the Navy Commenda- 
tion Medal by the Secretary of 
the Navy, for Meritorious service 
while serving as Commanding 
Officer of the Naval Medical Re- 
search Institute. During this per- 
iod, Capt. Seal distinguished him- 
self by conducting a thorough re- 
organization and directing the In- 
stitute in a manner which has 
brought this, the Navy’s largest 
biomedical research facility, to an 
exteremely effective operational 
status.

However, in some cases the nature 
of the illiu-ss is such that it would not prevent the employee from engaging in some 
form of simple senentary work. Only in rare instances will there be an acceptable 
justification for this form of activity.

all personnel will prevent at least 
a million carious lesions as well as 
tens of thousands of problems in- 
volving the gingivae (gums), and 
the other tissues that hold the 
teeth firmly in their sockets. 
Among recruits who have parti- 
cipated in research leading to de- 
velopment of the new program, 
new cavities have failed to form. 

What is this new development 
in the preventive dentistry pro- 
gram? Simply an annual treat- 
ment consisting of an oral pro- 
phylaxis (tooth cleaning) with a 
special stannous fluoride paste fol- 
lowed by topical application of a 
stannous fluoride solution, and 
supplemented by toothbrushing 
with a stannous fluoride denti- 
frice twice daily. 

Research studies conducted at 
the Submarine Base, New London, 
(Conn.), have shown that, 
with proper supervision, self-ad- 
ministration of the annual pro- 
phylaxis is feasible for personnel 
under 26 years of age but that 
professional cleaning is more 
effective for older personnel 
Therefore, special treatment 
rooms where the self-application 
procedure can be carried out un- 
der supervision are being installed 
in 46 selected dental facilities. 
Dental technicians have been 
trained to administer treatments 
for personnel over that age in the 
selected facilities and for person- 
nel of all ages at each of the other

. 24, 1965, is United Nations Day — 20th anniversary of 
the day the UN Charter became effective. 


The United Nations was created in the aftermath of 
World War II to formulate a means of healing the world and 
to eliminate the possibility of another such holocaust. 


In its peacekeeping role, it has acted time and again as mediator 
and firm guardian of peace. In Africa, in Asia, in the Middle East, the 
UN has intervened, with persuasion when possible, with force of arms 
when necessary, to prevent minor conflicts that might have grown to 
threaten the security of the world.

After flight training as a Naval 
Aviation Cadet, Dr. Greenbaum 
was designated as a Naval Avia- 
tor at Pensacola, Fla., in 1944. 

Cmdr. Greenbaum transferred 
to the Medical Service Corps in 
1950. Since 19G4 he has been 
assigned to the Physiology De- 
partment of the Naval Medical 
Research Institute. 

The Research Institute is work- 
ing on many projects concerning 
the physiology of Navy men under 
s t r e s s, Including problems of 
aviation, parachutists, divers and 
submariners.

Hospital officials admit today 
they breathed a sigh of rellel 
when George Reedy, then the 
President’s press secretary, 
moved back down to the District 
of Columbia.

Switchboard operator Doro- 
thy Verble stayed on duty for 
1 9 hours at one stretch, answer- 
ing telephone inquiries from as 
far away as Texas and Califor- 
nia. 

Touching on the home remed- 
ies of the world, the president- 
ial illness evoked earnest sug- 
gestions: a drink of artesian 
well water, a mixture of mashed 
vegetable roots, etc. 

The President was housed in 
his 17th floor suite — a for- 
bidden area for hospital visi- 
tors. The suite, redecorated 
during the pregnancy of former 
First Lady Jacqueline Kennedy, 
is designed toaccommodatethe 
working-ailing chief executive. 


Medics Train 

At NSHA 

The cry of * Medici* echoed 
from the battlefields around 
the world, and the Navy re- 
sponded with a s 1 x -months 
course for hospital specialists 
to serve during the war. 

A training department, es- 
tablished on July 3, 1942, to 
satisfy the war-time need, has 
grown Into the U. S. Naval 
School of Hospital Administra- 
tion (NSHA) that today exists 
at the National Naval Medical 
Center. 

Within a year of its incep- 
tion, It was redesignated the 
Hospital Corps Officers School; 
in January 1945 the curriculum 
was broadened and the course 
lengthened to eight months. 

In August of that year it 
became NSHA and moved to 
NNMC. Today the course is 
10 months long. Its program — 
since Aug. 5, I960 — is in 
cooperation with George Wash- 
ington University and its stu- 
dents receive college credits. 

Today more than 1,000 stu- 
dents, Including Navy, Army, 
Air Force and foreign officers, 
have completed the course.

Admiral Recalls 
An FDR Decision 


A cabbage patch, a 
bubbling pool and a 
tiny stream — and in 
the mind of President 
Franklin Delano Roos- 
evelt, a massive mon- 
ument to healing. 

-We will build it here,* de- 
clared the President. 

It was 27 years ago on July 
5 when Roosevelt tapped his 
cane as he leaned from his 
automobile at the site of what 
is today the National Naval 
Medical Center. 

The President’s car was in 
a cabbage patch of a run-down 
farm near Bethesda, according 
to recollections by Rear Adm. 
Lucius W. Johnson. 

• From this slight elevation 
could be seen the green fields 
sloping down toward the Rock- 
ville Pike 300 feet away,* wrote 
Johnson of the historic moment. 
•A half mile stretch of the road 
could be seen, and beyond it 
lay the carefully landscaped 
grounds of the Public Health 
Service, also a neighboring es- 
tate.* 

••Too For Out? 

The site was one of 80 in- 
spected. Admiral Johnson re- 
calls reports that FDR had 
misgivings about the Bethesda 
site, fearful that it would provo 
to be -too far out In die coun- 
try.* 

But a major attraction to the 
president was the spring and 
spring house in a gully between 
the main building and the road.

President Roosevelt recalled 
this and ordered the sprlngbe 
preserved, carrying out the de- 
tails of the legend.

He visualized the hospital in 
December 1937 In simple 
sketches; today they have come 
into being as the National Naval 
Medical Center in Rockville 
Pike.

The 558-foot tower which 
(aces the National Institutes 
of Health across the Pike has 
become synonymous throughout 
the world as Bethesda Naval 
Hospital -- a name which 
doesn't exist in the Nayal re- 
cord books. 

The center continues dog- 
gedly Its primary concern for 
the paUent — from swabbie to 
senator — and bolsters dally 
the Navy's rank In medical 
research. It turns out students 
by the hundreds each year in 
every phase of medicine. 

With a 902 - bed capacity, 
the U.S. Naval Hospital ( a 
junior command to NNMC) esti- 
mates It supports a population 
of 63,042 — including more than 
12,000 on active duty In the 
Navy and Marine Corps, 25,575 
dependents and 16,300 others, 
who encompass retired ser- 
vicement, Civil Service em- 
ployes, other uniformed ser- 
vtcement and such dignitaries 
from the District of Columbia 
who choose to be treated at 
Bethesda. 

Personnel of the senior com- 
mand estimated at more than 
2,600 employes, including i,184 
civilians,, about 1,500 military 
and 100-pius summer employ- 
ees who primarily are the Youth 
Opportunity Campaign (YOC) 
students. 


The annual payroll at the 
center reaches an estimated 
$17,800,000 — including $10 
million for military and $7.8 
million for civilians — exclud- 
ing those who may be assigned 
to the center for specific rea- 
sons but -are on the payroll 
of other services or govern- 
ment offices.

4 Million 
Toothaches 
Are Eased 

It took lots of toothaches to 
get a dental corps. 

A Washington D.C. dentist 
suggested In 1844 that one was 
needed. And In 1922, Adm. E.R. 
Stitt (for whom the NNMC li- 
brary is named), acting surgeon 
general, established the U.S. 
Naval Dental School. 

Historians record that in 1909, 
the crew of a lone battleship 
spent $3,000- -out of Individual 
pockets, of course--ashore in 
one port for dental repair. 

Today the corps provides an 
average of four million dental 
treatments each year. 

On March 17, 1936, the dental 
school became a part of the 
Navy’s medical center and in 
1942, It moved with NNMC to 
the Bethesda site. 

Among its duties are post 
graduate and residency instruc- 
tion in fields of dentistry 
“peculiar to the requirements 
of naval service,'* Instructs and 
trains dental technicians, pre- 
pares training aides, prepares 
correspondence courses and 
provides clinical and consul- 
tative services. 

Today the Dental Corps pro- 
vides dental services for the 
military served by NNMC. The 
corps Is commanded by Capt. 
Kenneth Lee Urban, who took 
over from Capt. Arthur R. 
Frechette on July 30 during a 
Change of Command ceremony 
at NNMC,

Center Is Commissioned, 
School Opened in 1942 

One of the oldest components of the National 
Naval Medical Center is the U.S. Naval Medical 
School, which opened with the commissioning of 
the center in 1942. 6 


The school, basically a post- 
graduate Institution, was 
recommended by the Navy's 
first surgeon general in 1809 
but opened as a course of formal 
Instruction for Junior medical 
officers In 1878 in New York. 

It closed In 1898 because of 
a shortage of officers during 
the Spanish- American War but 
reopened In 1902 at 23nl and E 
streets NW In Washington, D.C. 
whore lt remained until 1942*. 

NMS provides postgraduate 
and advanced instruction for 
medical department officers in 
various military and medical 
fields and advanced instruction 
of hospital corps men In techni- 
cal specialties.

11 What polluted the air •’Cigar- 
ette smoke was the No. 1 enemy. 
But there were others — some 
200 contaminants the Navy de- 
termined. . 

While most of these may be 
present above water, they took 
on a new threat In the com- 
paratively small amount of air 
ivallable in subs. 

So the major objective of the 
Navy Toxicology Unit— a Junior 
command at the National Naval 
Medical Center— Is to screen 
all materials and chemicals go- 
ing aboard a submarine for 
toxic potential. 

This list becomes extensive 
when you figure ail the opera- 
tional chemicals, hydraulic 
fluids, solvents, paints, fast 
printers, hobby kits, shaving 
creams, lighter fluids and an 
ever-growing list of gear. 

NTU joined the National Naval 
Medical Center In October 1959 
after the urgent need was es- 
tablished — particular^ for the 
Polaris Fleet Ballistic Sub- 
marine. 

With 26 Polaris submarines 
in operation last winter and 20 
nuclear -powered attack-type 
submarines, NTU found Itself 
playing a vital function In Amer- 
ica’s defense. 

The unit points proudly to 
statistics that since the first 
Polaris submarine went to sea 
in 1960, none has been late in 
deployment, none has aborted a 
mission nor has any returned 
early. 

Clean Air Needed 

Fleet ballistic submarines, 
NTU explains, must remain 
submerged at least 60 days, and 
personnel must have clean air to 
breathe to keep performance up 
and to avoid any occupational 
medical diseases. 

Surprisingly to most people, 
the air In submarines Is gener- 
ally as clean as the air In most 
cities — a task accomplished by 
standard air conditioning to 
control temperature and hu- 
midity; by scrubbers to remove 
carbon dioxide, by burners to 
remove carbon monoxide and by 
electrostatic percipitators to 
remove dust and particulate 
matter. 

Specific problems must be 
lealt with Individually — such as 
the development by the Bureau 
of Ships of a hydraulic fluid.

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Research 
Chief Aim 
At NMRI 

Research is a major 
component of the Na- 
tional Naval Medical 
Center, its aim is 
carried out by the 
Naval Medical Re- 
search Institute 
(NMRI). 

In addition to Its position for 
consultation and in advisory 
capacities, NMRI serves as the 
Navy's central biomedical re- 
search facility. In this capacity 
It performs; * 

•laboratory research on 
Physiological aspects of stres- 
ses on personnel of the fleet 
and amphibious forces; 

•clinical research on pre- 
vention, therapy and rehabilita- 
tion in diseases of particular 
naval importance; 

•research on Infectious di- 
seases in global operations; 

•and tr alning of naval person- 
nel in research laboratory met- 
hods. 

After NMRI was commis- 
sioned in 1942, it concentrated 
its early efforts to problems 
of war; protective clothing, in- 
sect repellants, desalination of 
sea water, physiological ef- 
fects of immersion in cold 
water, night vision, vaccines, 
etc. 

Studies born at the institute 
often grew beyond it -- such 
as early research into radio- 
biology (now done at the Armed 
Forces Radiobiology Research 
Institute) and blood and tissue 
banks (now a part of clinical 
centers. 

Other research became a 
diving board into new solu- 
tions. NMRI reports that World 
War n studies on immersion led 
to Important contributions on 
the problems of frostbite dur- 
ing the Korean War, today are 
continuing into the mechanism 
of freezing and accompanying 
tissue damage. 

Three areas are of major 
concern to NMRI today--clinl- 
cal support, disease prevention 
and the adaption of men to new 
weapons system

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Outpatient Reaches 24,000 

Monthly at Naval Hospital 


From high temperatures to colicky babies, 
the out-patient department of the U.S. Naval 
Hospital faces 24,000 problems a month — 
problems in the form of patients who come in 
for treatment. 

And while their clientele-- 

military, dependents, foreign 
embassy staff members and 
Congress -- may be drawn from 
the same population supported 
by the entire hospital, theirs 
Is the only department which 
admits to giving Congressmen 
special treatment. 

Why? 

“Sometimes we hurry them 
through -- because they have 
a roll call vote downtown. Then 
we get them out quickly! 0 ex- 
plained a member of the staff. 

Their 24,000 patients a month 
Include all branches of the 
Armed Services -- not re- 
stricted to the area but people 
coming from all parts of the 


world. It also Includes persons 
from foreign embassies sta- 
tioned in this area, foreign mili- 
tary on a reciprocal agreement, 
dependents, retired military 
and their dependents and many 
classes of Very Important Per- 
sons. 

Out - patient includes 32 
established clinics -- such as 
allergy, cardiology*, dermato- 
logy, gynecology, obstetrics, 
pediatrics and the various surg- 
ery specialities -- the walk-in 
clinic for semi - emergencies 
and the emergency clinic. 

3 Case Range 

The walk-in cliftic is de- 


signed for «mlnor emerg- 
encies,* such as high tempera- 
tures, while the emergency 
room is for the “cut and bleed- 
ing -- what we call traumatic 
cases.* 

During fiscal 1964 the clinics 
saw 250,273 patients. Most of 
these are seen from 8 a.m. until 
4;30 p.m., although the emerg- 
ency room Is open 24 hours a 
day. 

The busiest clinic was the 
walk-ln clinic with 50,000 pa- 
tients, but second busiest was 
a specialty clinic, obstetrics 
and gynecology, which saw 40,- 
000 patients. 

And just to take care of the 
foreign military or embassy 
personnel, the outpatient de- 
partment has on call an inter- 
preter to make sure each pa- 
tient gets to the right place— 
with the right ailment! 

Because of their enormous 


workload, the outpatient <fe. 
partment boasts Justifiably a i 
its central record set op, to* 
Remington - Rand Terminal 
Digit File system. 

•The most unique thing about 
our system Is the central ap. 
pointment system. We mab 
the appointment here, where 
the records are kept, and toai 
the appointment card and the 
records go to the doctor be- 
fore the patient gets there. 
Each day we deliver and pick 
up the records/ outpatient staff 
members explained. 

All patient records are kept 
on file for five years and then 
are retired to St. Louis, Mo. 
The entire system, a pilot pro- 
gram, was put in operation 
In May 1963. In case of trans- 
fer, the patient's records are 
forwarded to the new base but 
a master folder remains *1 Be- 
thesda.

The good fight 
against disease,” a 
never-ending war at 
the National Naval 
Medical Center, has a 
No. 1 weapon in the 
vast resources of the 
Edward Rhodes Stitt 
Library which opened 
nearly 15 years ago. 

Named after Admiral Stitt, 
the library boasts 40,000 vol- 
umes, 600 current periodicals 
and the custody of the Navy's 
historical collection of medi- 
cal books. 

Stitt himself was renowned 
in medicine. Former surgeon 
general, once a professor at 
Georgetown and George Wash- 
ington universities and a guiding 
hand in planning of Naval medi- 
cal libraries, Stitt was best 
known for his work In the field 
of tropical diseases. 

Ho authored -Diagnostics and 
Treatment of Tropical Dis- 
eases/ a book still used today 
by medical schools and phy- 
sicians throughout the world. 
Deemed a -pioneer* In the field 
of research in tropical medi- 
cine, Stitt reigned as surgeon 
general of the Navy from 192a 
to 1928. 

Today his portrait hangs a- 


bove a glass case filled with 
memoirs of his naval career in 
the library which bears his 
name. 

Chief custodian of the library 
as well as the admiral's pro- 
fessional papers, books and 
medals is Mary A. Dixon, medi- 
cal librarian since 1958 at Stitt 
and with the National Institutes 
of Health from 1950-58. 

In addition to her duties at 
the library, Miss Dixon enjoys 
an International flavor that Is 
more medically based -- as 
pleas for books come Navy 
ships and stations throughout 
the world, from Japan, from 
Guatanamo Bay, from Naples. 

Other small libraries, such 
as the Naval Medical Research 
Institute and the Naval Dental 
School, exist on the grounds, 
but the Stitt Library serves as 
the central library and has a 
complete catalogue which In- 
corporates all subsidiary files.

It may bo a sizeable task, but 
the special services depart- 
ment of the National Naval Med- 
ical Center covers the water- 
front for the thousands of mili- 
tary -- retired and active -- 
who come to the renown center.

’‘Education is an ornament in 
prosperity and a refuge in adver- 
sity.

LCDR Pursch, Writes Lead Article For 
Publication in Naval Aviation NhWS 

LCDR Joseph Pursch, a Naval Hospital resident psychiatrist and Flight 
Surgeon is referred to by “ Navy Times " as ‘‘a saw-bones scribe" and ‘ a 
budding journalism genuis.” His six articles published in the last year in 
Naval Aviation NEWS have been gaining local, nationwide and world- 
wide interest over the Doctor’s talents. 

His latest article. “The Making 
of A Flight Surgeon’’, appears as 
the lead article in the April, 1965, 
edition of Naval Aviation NEWS. 

A forward to the article reads, 

“This humorous article, written by 
a Flight Surgeon, sheds some light 
on the complex business of Flight 
Surgeon training.” 

The doctor’s article is filled with 
fantastically funny antedotes about 
a young SFS (Student Flight Sur- 
geon’s) civilian Medical School 
training, his internship, his mili- 
tary indoctrination days at Pensa- 
cola, his studies of Aviation Medi- 
cine, his flv-boy training and finally 
his departure from the ‘Cradle of 
Naval Aviation”. It is written with 
both wit and reason gained first 
hand. 

The article reads, “Professionally 
speaking, the Naval Flight Surgeon 
is a very specialized Doctor of 
Medicine ...

Boy U.S. Saving* Bond*

WASHINGTON, D. C. . . . 
(NAVNEWS) . . .They call him the 
•Hell Padre* because he spends 
most of his time In helicopters, 
accompanying crews on airborne 
assault strikes or medical evacu- 
ations. He carries a chaplain's kit 
on his left hip, a corpsman's bag 
on his right beltllne, and those 
are his only weapons. 

That’s why there was concern 
at Marino Aircraft Group (MAG- 
16) when Lieutenant Commander 
Hugh F. Lecky, CHC,USN, became 
the first Navy chaplain lo be 
wounded in action In Vietnam. 

The Navy chaplain has been a 
familiar sight to the MAG- 16 chop- 
per crews since last January. More 
than 150 missions have taken off 
with the "Hell Padre” aboard, and 
countless hundreds of U.S. Marines 
and Republic of Vietnam (ARVN) 
soldiers have been comforted or 
treated by him. 

The law of averages caught up 
with Chaplain Lecky at Ba Gia on 
July 8 th. The outpost Niad been 
overrun by Viet Cong the day 
before and retaken by the ARVN's 
the day the 34-year old Protestant 
Chaplain landed there. He arrived 
In a copter of Marine Medium Heli- 
copter Squadron (HMM-261), the 
squadron assigned to evacuate the 
wounded. 

The "Hell-Padre* was the only 
American medical assistance on 
the operation at the time. He con- 
ducted last rites for a helicopter 
pilot who had crashed, then reached 
over to his right hip and broke 
out the medical kit. For an hour, 
he gave emergency first aid to 
the wounded Vietnamese soldiers 
and civilians. Then, a Viet Cong 
mortar round exploded 60 feet 
away and small slivers of steel 
chewed Into his right leg. 

He stopped long enough to dress 
his wound, then continued to aid 
the wounded for another hour and 
a half.

Helicopter crewmen feel 
protective towards their “Hell 
Padre.* They recall the time when 
ho reached out of a copter to lift 
a refugee child up Into the craft. 
He did It so quickly that the per- 
son holding the baby did not roall/e 
he was going to. When the child 
was lifted, two hand grenades were 
left In the person's arms - they 
had been hidden beneath the infant. 
Instinctively, still hOklinj! ^ 
child.

Visit to NNMC Ward 


About one percent of the human 
population is Immune to dental 
decay. The other 99 percent may 
suffer from Its attacks. With den- 
tal disease on the Increase In this 
counti y, the National Naval Medi- 
cal Center News in cooperation 
with the Dental Department pre- 
sents a series of articles on «Y our 
Dental Health.® Today's article: 
How to save your teeth from dental 
decay. 

♦ * ♦ 

Most of the tissues of the body 
can restore themselves or fill In 
gaps caused by Injury, but tooth 
tissues cannot. A damaged tooth 
can never heal Itself. 

That's why dentists place so 
much stress on preventing dental 
disease -- stopping it before it 
starts. 

Dental decay — the eating away 
of the hard tissues of the teeth by 
acids In the mouth — occurs most 
frequently among children and 
teenagers — and can largely be 
prevented. 

What causes tooth decay? 

Dental scientists believe that 
cavities are caused by chemical 
changes which take place In our 
mouths as a result of bacteria 
acting on the food we eat. These 
scientists explain that our mouths 
contain billions of organisms, so 
small that they can only be seen 
with a microscope. Most of these 
microorganisms, as they are cal- 
led, are bacteria. As many as 5- 
1/2 billion microorganisms may 
exist In a few drops of saliva. 
Others cover our tongues. Still 
others coat the oral cavity. 

Our teeth, too, are covered by 
a thin film of bacteria. 

Many of these bacteria are ap- 


parently not harmful, but some will 
produce various acids which can 
dissolve some of the tooth enameL 

At the same time, the breaking 
down process releases lactic acid 
and other acids, strong enough to 
attack some tooth enamel. A harm- 
ful amount of acid can develop 
within five minutes! Fortunately 
for our teeth, saliva neutralizes 
acid. 

But if the acid is produced In 
a tooth crevice or pit where it 
may be protected from saliva, 
enough can accumulate to dis- 
solve some tooth structure. 

Once a hole has been made In 
the enamel, the acids attack and 
destroy the softer dentin under - 
neath, and then attack the tooth 
nerve. Rampant decay means loss 
of your teeth, if neglected. 

How can decay be prevented 0 

The American Dental Associa- 
tion recommends a four -point pro- 
gram; 

1. Brush your teeth right after 
eating. If you can't brush, rinse 
your mouth vigorously with water, 
to wash away food particles. 

2. Eat a proper diet. Cut down 
on the amount of sweets. 

3. Have regular Checkups. With 
the use of x-rays, the dentist can 
detect cavities too small to be 
seen by the eye alone. He can fill 
these before they get larger. He 
can also detect and correct other 
dental troubles under the gums 
and in the supporting bone which 
may not yet be visible to the 
naked eye. 

4. Drink fluoridated water. Flu- 
oridation is a tooth-strengthening 
procedure we'll talk about In later 
articles.

The thing, though, that made me 
able to take what I did take, with 
my chin up, was the knowledge that 
men Dice you are willing to do what 
you did for your country. I know 
that as far as you are concerned, 
you did H because that is what 
your duty was and what you ought 


tc do, and what is right. But it 
does make your families and your 
countrymen - and particularly your 
President - mighty proud that we 
produce fellows like you In this 
country. 

As long as we have the system of 
government we have, and as long 
as we have the courage and deter- 
mination and dedication and love 
of country and flag that we have, 
and fellows like you, we are going 
to continue to produce a Nation like 
this. Whenever we cease to live It, 
and whenever we cease lobe willing 
to die for it, and whenever we are 
willing to throw In the towel, why 
then some other society will come 
along and take us over. 

But I know some of you must 
think that you got a had break. And 
you have. But because of what you 
have done there are 3 billion 
people in the world that will get a 
better break, and their kids will 
live better, be happier, stronger, 
better educated, eat more food, 
and have more freedom and more 
liberty.

When Marine Aircraft Group 
(MAG)-36 moved Into this 
sprawling air complex In Septem- 
ber, HM2 Bill Louis, a corpsman 
with the Group's medical depart- 
ment, noticed that the adjacent 
hamlet had no medical facilities 
whatever. So, he began visiting, 
often after standing an eight hour 
watch the night before. 

His medications are modest -- 
mostly adhesive bandages and ad- 
vice -- but to the villagers, he's 
practically as important as a 
mayor. The old men and women 
and the youngsters have, In the 
past, considered medical as- 
sistance of any sort only when 
death was eminent. 

Some day, Louis, who hails 
from East Woodbury, N. J., hopes 
that Ky Ha will have an established 
medical clinic. But, it may not 
happen today. . .or even tomorrow. 
At night, Viet Cong snipers move 
into the paddles surrounding Ky Ha, 
to shoot at the Marines. 

Louis knows that the villagers 
aren't going to put up with It 
much longer. He realizes it every 
time a child skips down that dirt 
road In the morning, holding onto 
a scraped knee or arm and crying 
the only English he or she knows: 
•Make, better. Doc.* 
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•Dog Is mans' best friend,* a 
true believer of this old saying 
Is Bob Phipps, IfMl, USNI! Per- 
sonnel Office and John Boggess, 
Crews Library. Between the two 
of them, they own nine Dachshunds 
with a litter of pups expected 
anyday. Bob owns seven of the 
dogs with the expectant mother 
among them.

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How to Dress for 
Cold Weather Golf

It's time tc start playing winter 
golf again. Don't get discouraged 
to see winter come, thinking that 
well, there goes my golf game. 

Although one cannot play when 
there's quite a bit of snow on the 
ground; you can still play even in 
the coldest weather and enjoy it, 
Here's how. 

The first thing to consider is 
wearing apparel. Don't think that 
you have to put on a lot of clothes 
just to play winter golf, because 
you don't. 

To start things off, if you're 
a hat wearer, wear a hat with a 
bill in the front. You'd be sur- 
prised how much wind that bill 
will save you from. Then for your 
chesty part, a light sweater with 
a good windbreaker is all you need. 
The sweater will provide enough 
warmth for you while the wind- 
breaker is keeping the cold out. 
With just the light sweater and 
windbreaker, you have plenty of 
room in which to swing. 

From the hips down, a pair of 
wool or corduroy pants. Preferably 
corduroy, because you get just as 
much warmth with them as you do 
with the wool, without itching. A 
pair of rain pants is quite the 
thing worn over any pair of trous- 
ers Instead of wearing two pair of 
pants. This will help give you 
better hip movement. 

The most important and hardest 
thing to do while playing winter 
golf is trying to keep the hands 
warm. Worry no more my fellow 
golfer's. There's a little gadget 
on the market and has been for 
quite some time, called the Hand 
Warmer. It's ftiel is usually lighter 
fluid. It can be carried in the 
pocket. And it's not very expen- 
sive. The hand warmer can be 
purchased just about anywhere. 

For those of you who would 
rather not fool around with a hand 
warmer, then the next best thing 
is winter golf gloves. These gloves 
are made of wool lining with leather 
covering on the palm and fingers 
Of the glove, you can play golf 
and still get the benefit of warmh 

'Te» to. «*>• 
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shot, wipe those woods and irons 
off good and dry. During cold wet 
weather, your woods if not kept dry 
will have more of a tendancy to get 
water-logged and swell-up. This Is 
easily recognized by the face of the 
club bulging out more, especially 
the center of the face. The screws 
on the bottom of the club will 
come loose and fall out. So keep 
those woods dry at all times. 

Of course your irons won't swell 
up, but if not wiped dry after 
every shot, they will have rust 
spots on them before you finish 
18 holes. 

Before starting a round of golf 
you should lubricate your shoes 
with a leather lubricant. This 
should be done before and after a 
round of golf. The best one that 
I've found has been called Shu- 
Saver. This will not only help 
protect your shoes, but will also 
help keep your feet dry. 

Let's talk about how to hit shots 
during the winter months. First 
we must take into consideration 
a few hazards so to speak. The 
weather conditions will cause the 
air to be heavier, the cold air will 
decrease the velocity of the ball. 
And your swing is reduced some- 
what because of the cold weather 
and possibly your wearing apparel. 
The best advice would be to lake 
one to two more clubs then you 
normally would under better con- 
ditions. Usually during cold, damp 
weather the ground and greens 
will be much softer unless of 
course they're frozen. But If not, 
this will give you a good chanco 
test your accuracy with the 
approach shot, because then you

The modern system of disabil- 
ity retirement had Its genesis dur- 
ing "The Civil War when the need 
clearly arose for statutory a 
thority to retire military person- 
nt-i who, because of advanced age, 
disease, or other infirmity, were 
unfit to exercise command In tn 
field or at sea. In 1861 Co, {f r ® s * 
approved an “Act for the Better 
Organization of the Military b " 
llshment” which provided that when 
an officer has become lncapab e 
of performing his duties, he should 
be retired from active service. 
During the intervening fourscore 
and seven years, little was done 
to improve that enactment, con- 
sequently there was no Identifiable 
plan to govern the standards of 
fitness, to adjudge the degree of 
disability, or to provide for re- 
tirement compensation. The 
Armed Forces labored under a 
divided system of disability re- 
tirement laws until 1918 when the 
Hook Commission was convened 
under the aegis of the Secretary 
of Defense to review the entire 
retirement structure. It Is from 
this background that Title IV of 
the Career Compensation Act of 
1949, the Disability SeparationSys- 
tem, In general, and the Physical 
Evaluation Board, in particular, 
evolved. 

The Physical Evaluation Board 
is an administrative tribunal 
created by the Secretary of Navy 
to provide a forum in which the 
physical fitness of members of 
the naval service can be evaluated. 
Generally speaking the Command- 
ant of each focal naval district 
In the United States has authority 
to convene a PEB. The Board 
representing Naval District Wash- 
ington Is located In Building 137, 
NNMC, and it handles a vast ma- 
jority of cases Involving patients, 
past and present, of the Naval 
Center. Us proximity to the 
Hospital makes it convenient for 
both members and medical wit- 
nesses to attend Board delibera- 
tions. A hearing before the PEB 
is usually engendered by a medi- 
cal board report (although this Is 
not the sole method of referral), 
and this fact, in itself, places a 
significant responsibility on the 
participating doctors. Who should 
be recommended to appear before 
the Board and what information 
is needed in order to make a 
complete report? To answer these 
questions Intelligently requires an 
understanding of the broad ob- 
jectives and specific requirements 
of the disability retirement laws. 

The historical and primary ob- 
jectives of retirement legislation 
are to gve the military forces 
of the nation a vital and fit mem- 
bership and, secondarly, to estab- 
lish an equitable system of retire- 
ment benefits. Misunderstanding

Corpsman First Class attached 
to the Naval Medical Research In- 
stitute leads a double life. During 
the lay he Is a typical sailor 
working In the Graphic Arts Divi- 
sion, but during his off duly hours 
ho Is a Lieutenant with the Bc- 
thesda-Chevy Chase Rescue Squad. 

Beveridge Is House Lieutenant 
in charge of supplies and the house 
itself and stands his required duty 
of four hours per week (12 for 
single men) and 8 hours of tele- 
phone availability. In addition to 
the regular duty hours, he and the 
other Squad members devote con- 
siderable time to making this com- 
munity a better place in which to 
live. They conduct first-aid clas- 
ses, sponsor an Explorer Boy 
Scout Troup, and train other Boy 
Scouts In field exercises, such as 
organizing and conducting search 
parties for lost persons.

Captain Charles G. Bratenahl MC has been awarded the Joint 
Service Commendation Medal for his contribution to the Armed 
Forces Radiobiology Research Institute (AFRRI), during his recent 
tour there, which included a two-year term as Deputy Director. 

Captain Bratenahl was reassigned from the AFRRI on November 
12, 1965 and has assumed his new duties as Head of the Academic 
Department, U.S* Naval Medical School, National Naval Medical Center, 
Bethesda, Maryland* 

The award noted Captain Bratenahl ’s dedicated energy in supervising 
and directing the complicated construction program of the unique 
radiobiological research laboratory. He was further cited for his 
leadership in “the successful conception, Initiation and establishment 
of one of the finest experimental pathology and electron microscopy 
capabilities exlstant in a military research facility.* 

Presentation of the award was made by Rear Admiral C.L. Andrews, 
Commanding Officer of the National Naval Medical Center at ceremonies 
held here. 

Prior to his appointment as AFRRPs Deputy Director (Navy) in 
1963, he served there as Chairman of the Experimental Pathology 
Department for two years. 

From 1950 to 1961, Captain Bratenahl served as Pathologist and 
Chief of Laboratories at various U.S. Naval Hospitals in California, 
Hawaii and Florida. 

A native of Cleveland, Ohio, Captain Bratenahl completed his under- 
graduate education at Williams College, WilUamstown, Massachusetts. 
He received the M.D. degree from the University of Pennsylvania, 
Philadelphia, In 1943. 

Captain Bratenahl is a Fellow of the American Society of Clinical 
Pathologists and the College of American Pathologists. He is also a 
member of the Radiation Research Society, the American Medical 
Association, the Association of Military Surgeons of the United States, 
and the American Association for the Advancement of Science.

internationally famous through 
their heroic efforts, magazine and 
news paper articles' have been 
printed about the squad, and a 
movie entitled, “Wisconsin 1000* 
(the Squads’ original phone num- 
ber) was made by the Overseas 
Information Service of the State 
Department in 12 different 
languages and circulated all over 
the world. 

Beveridge has been with the 
Squad for seven years. He Is one 
of the many men who has made 
this, one of the largest rescue 
squad In the world, such a suc- 
cessful operation. The Squad has 
just celebrated Its 20th An- 
niversary. At the time of Its be- 
ginning In September 1945, it had 
nothing but a group of energetic 
young men, a donated 1941 ambu- 
lance, a rent-free “mole-hole" as 
they termed It, and a zero-minus 
operating budget. With the com- 
bined efforts of the members of 
the Squad and the local contri- 
butions from civil organizations 
and individuals of the area, they 
now have five new ambulances, a 
very well equipped crash truck, 
two station wagons, a mobile kit- 
chen operated by the Ladies Organ- 
ization, new, modern, very well 
equipped quarters and an annual 
operating budget of approximately 
$100,000. During that first month 
in 1945 they answered 26 calls 
compared with the present-day 
average of 500 calls a month.
